When trade is bad and divi- 
dends are not forthcoming irom 
public limited liability com- 
panies it is a general feature 
that certain shareholders not, 
only display nervousness but a 
section invariably has the 
tendency to put the blame on tl 
directors for all the ills to which 
the fortunes of the company are 
heir. It is a very salutary 
matter that directors who dra 
fees from companies should have 
this criticism to meet every now 
and again, but there should be 
no illusion that in these critical 
years directors are not working 
for thelr fees. Actually the 
shareholder is seeing the 
average director bringing more 
expert knowledge to the conduct 
of a business at small cost than 
ean be had from at any rate a 
proportion of the employees! 
whose emoluments are a very 
great deal higher. The ex- 
perience the director may be 
able to bring to bear may not be 
technical, but on the side of the 
financing’ of a company the 
value of experience acquired 
throughout many years when 
important business matters:

Buffetted by the 
‘gales, the two men were overdue 
‘on their filght to Copenhagen 
but the anxiety was lifted when 
they arrived” unheralded at 
Bremen, Germany, after one of 
the greatest ocean performances 
yet achieved.

work of tho building is entirely of 
reinforced concrete, which material 
fhas been used also in the roof con- 
struction with its intricate arrange- 
ment of rafters, brackets, cornices: 
land elaborate ornamental details. 
|The floors are of reinforced concrete 
{finished with terrazzo, except in the 
Jease of the general reading room, 
board room and main staircase, 
which have floors of cork tiles.’

FIRE AT LANGKAT 
LUMBER MILL 


Sunday's Spectacular Blaze 
in Ward Road 


The Langkat lumber mill on
